It is humbly submitted 

1. That for delimitation of Parliamentary Constituencies delimitation of 
two Parliamentary Constituencies Aimora and Nainital has been 
proposed in paper-7 on the basis of 2001 census amongst 29 Assembly 
Constituencies of Kumayun Division and additional time upto 21.07.2007 
has been given for suggestions/objections thereon. 


2. That previously Aimora Parliamentary Constituency has remained a 
completely hilly area including inaccessible areas also whereas mostly 
plain area has remained in Nainital Parliamentary Constituency. 

3. That in this delimitation of Parliamentary Constituencies, Aimora 
Parliamentary Constituencies is the only proposed Parliamentary 
Constituency which does not consist a single plain Assembly 
Constituency. In the other four Parliamentary Constituencies many 
Assembly Constituencies of plain area are proposed. 
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4. That many times due to the position of hilly and plain areas many 
misleading circumstances are bom. The Member of Parliament of plain 
area does not have the practical knowledge of the problems of hill area 
and vice-versa. Therefore, by increasing/decreasing of 3 ACs each of 
Almora & Nainital (Udhamsingh Nagar) Parliamentary Constituencies, 
both the constituencies have sufficient mixture of plain and hill areas. 

5. That suggestion has been received in the present delimitation that the 
balancing of plain and hilly areas in the both constituencies from the point 
of view of public interest and convenience of communication 3 ACs of 
Almora district namely (1) Salt49, (2) Ranikhet-50, (3) Someshwar-51 (SC) 
be included in Nainital (Udhamsingh Nagar) Parliamentary Constituency. 
And on the other hand 3 plain area Assembly Constituencies of Nainital 
(Udhamsingh Nagar) namely (1) Sitarganj-68, (2) Nanakmatta-69 (SC), (3) 
Khatima-70 be included in Almora Parliamentary Constituency. 

6. That for formation of mixed Parliamentary Constituencies of hilly and 
plain areas, the formation of mixed Parliamentary Constituencies as 
mentioned above the geographical shape of the both PCs is also somewhat 
balanced and average population is not affected and both PCs get the 
representation from plain area also. 

7. Another suggestion received in the same context is that to make the 
both PCs mixed, appropriate Parliamentary Constituencies are found by 
taking hill and plain areas alongwith Assembly Constituencies of 
Kumayun-Garhwal area so that a Parliamentary Constituency is neither of 
completely difficult and accessible area nor any constituency is very small 
and very easily accessible. 

Therefore, I request that by making necessary amendments in paper-7 
according to the above suggestions of the public of the area and local public 
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representatives and the matter be placed in public hearing and mixed, balanced 
and appropriate Parliamentary Constituencies are formed as per public 
sentiments.
